MacArthur to Fight for Free Hand in Asia 


Movie Star Admits He Joined Communists 
Calls Action 
Most Stupid 
Thing He Did 
Linked With Reds 
After War to Find 
Key to Democracy 


WASHINGTON— (AP) —Movie 


Star Sterling Hayden said today 
he joined the Communist party in 
1946, but that he now 'thinks this 
"was the stupidest, most ignorant 
thing I've ever done in my life." 


"I went Into it with an emo- 


tional and very unsound 
ap- 


proach," Hayden told the house 
un-American activities committee. 


He said he jointed the party in 


June, 1946, and broke with it in 
December. 


He said he was turned against 


the party upon finding there was- 
n't anything democratic about it, 
something he had been led to be- 
lieve while he was working with 
the Yugoslav underground as a 
marine lieutenant during the war. 


"I Got Out" 


"It took me a coupple of months 


to realize that they believe they 
alone have the key, that they know 
what is best for everyone. 


"I decided to get out. And I 


got out." 


Hayden said he signed up with 


the party at the request of a Bea 
Winters. 


Miss Winters, he said, was a for- 


mer secretary for a Hollywood 
agency, Allen Berg, Inc., which 
later became the William Morris 
agency. He told the committee he 
doesn't think the' agency knew 
about Miss Winters' beliefs. 


Joined After Discharge 


He joined the party, he testi- 


fied, after his discharge from serv- 
ice in December, 1945, and his re- 
turn to civilian life which he said 
he found "disturbing." 


The 35-year-old actor said he 


went back to Hollywood uncertain 
whether to go to his original job 
as a seaman, or whether t odo 
something "about this political 
thing" he discovered while serving 
in the Yugoslav partisan move- 
ment as a U. S. army agent. 


Finally, he said, Miss Winters 


asked him; 


"Why don't you quit talking and 


join the Communist party?" 


"I joined the party," Hayden 


said.

for the proposed new bond issue, 
Lancaster stated.

TOKYO—(AP)—Gen. Mac- 


Arthur made it plain to his 
superiors today that he in- 
tends to keep right on fight- 
ing for a freer hand in the 
Korean war. 


He authorized a spokesman 


to sharply deny news reports 
that Army Secretary Frank 
Pace, Jr., had reprimanded 
him for recent public state- 
ments deemed to be verging 
on politics. 


The spokesman added that 


since the reports were carried 
by a .British news agency, 
Reuters, "Probably the wish 
was father to the thought." 


With some British voices 


already clamoring for Mac- 
Arthur's scalp, this seemed 
like fresh defiance from the 
United Nations commander- 
in-chief. 


"Mac" Stands Pat 


Informed sources also said that 


MacArthur stood pat during a 
two-hour conference Monday with 
Pace on views that have provoked 
a storm of controversy in Wash- 
ington, London, Paris and else- 
where. 


These views include belief that 


an all-out war must be waged 
against Communism wherever the 
threat appears; that it would be 
a/riis^ke to 'neglect Asf * P\'°rder 
to emphasize def&Afc- of.'tfurope. 
He is understood to have asked 
Pace for more troops. 


Informed sources said MacAr- 


thur not only had asked Pace for 
more troops but for greater lati- 
tude in fighting the Korea war. 
(Presumably MacArthur sought 
the right to bomb Chinese bases 
in Manchuria which are supply 
heads for Communist troops in 
Korea MacArthur has railed fre- 
quently at the "privileged sanc- 
tuary of Manchuria'.') 


What's HI* Aim? 


Critics have accused MacArthur 


of departing from purely military 
problems to engage in discussions 
of a political nature. 


Just what is MacArthur trying 


to do? 


From this war-conscious capital 


it appears that he is fighting for 
a sincere belief in a military neces- 
sity. 


The general obviously believes 


what he says: That UN forces can 
win in Korea only by expanding 
the war to Red China; that other- 
wise the allies face a devastating 
stalemate. 


Appeal to Opinion 


There are growing indications 


that the general and his aides arc 
appealing to American public opin- 
ion, either over or around the ad- 
ministration. ' For one thing, a 
close check of editorial comment 
is made here. 


The issue is much older and em- 


braces more than the immediate 
point of whether Red China should 
be bombed and Chinese National- 
ist troops employed. It involves 
the fundamental q u e s t i o n of 
whether the western powers should 
concentrate upon Europe's defense 
to the relative expulsion of Asia. 
It goes back to the early bitter 
days of the Pacific war when Mac- 
Arthur was by-passed in favor of 
Europe. 


The general has hammered con- 


sistently during the past decade 
on the theme that America's fu- 
ture rests in the Orient. He firm- 
ly believes, as he has said, that 
the Kremlin plans to win through 
Asia. 


Runway Coal Barge Perched on 
Mississippi Dam Near St. Paul 


ST. PAUL, Minn.—(AP)—A runaway barge loaded with 1,400 


tons of coal rested precariously today on the brink of the Ford dam. 
threatening to break it and loose a five-mile head of Mississippi river 
water. 


The 195 x 33-foot barge lodged 


sideways against the dam after 
breaking loose from moorings at 
the Minneapolis municipal docks 
late yesterday. It floated down- 
stream under five bridges before 
hanging up on the 28-foot dam. 


The head of water above the 


dam extends about five miles up- 
stream to St. Anthony falls at 
Minneapolis. St. Paul Industrial

agreed amount of annual pro- 
duction per cow, say 5,000 to 7,000 
)ounds.

Peron Press Jumps on U. S. and 


Latin-American Meeting 


Argentine press coverage of the Latin-American foreign 


ministers meeting in Washington offered a fine example of 
Peronism in action. With the great independent daily, "La 
Prensa," of Buenos Aires, suppressed by the Argentine gov- 
ernment, the remainder of the newspapers in that country 
did a rough job of criticizing the conference and the United 
States and neighboring countries, particularly Brazil. Also, 
copies of Argentine newspapers airmailed to the United 
States during the conference reveal that there was much 
printed criticism of the U. S. press, apparently for its inter- 
est in the closing of "La Prensa" and the flight Uruguay of 
its distinguished editor, Dr. Alberto Gainza Paz. 


Nearly 400 newspaper correspondents were accredited 


to the Washington meeting of the Latin-American foreign 
ministers meeting. Most of them were correspondents per- 
manently stationed in Washington. But nearly 50 were 
Latin-American correspondents sent to cover the meeting 
for Spanish and Portuguese language papers, magazines, 
news associations and pools of papers. 


From the Argentine came one man, Carlos V. Dobarro. 


He was accredited as a photographer from Agenda Latina, 
an Argentine press association. But Buenos Aires newspa- 
pers received in Washington reveal that he -also filed daily 
dispatches, appearing principally in "Democracia" and 
"Critica." These are the mainstays of the Peron press in the 
Argentine capital. 


Anything You Can Do ... 


One of Dobarro's first dispatches, appearing in "Demo- 


cracia" not long ago, was headed, in free translation: 


"America Faces Problems Already Solved by Peron." 


After noting that the opening session of the conference was 
held in Constitution'Hall,'"that seat of reaction," he wrote 
that "this probably accounted for the cold and formal nature 
of the proceedings. Then came this paragraph: 


"The Argentine people, accustomed as they are by now 


to seeing their problems solved through persevering action 
on the part of their justicialist government—popular well- 
being, education and social security—would be astounded to 
witness the fact that these problems, are still mentioned (at 
this conference) in terms of promises for the future." 


This note ,of Argentine superiority to the rest of the 


world appeared in other dispatches. In one it was noted that 
"the Argentine continues to stand on a solid economic foun- 
dation, while the economy of Brazil has been sold out to the 
United States by the Rio government." This appeared -in 
"Critica." 


An editorial in the'same paper declared: 
"Assistant Secretary of State Miller (who is in charge 


of Latin-American affairs) has lately been devoting himself 
to recommending a generous policy of "cooperation," the 
purpose of which would be to have hte Latin-American coun- 
tries, ship their products—for the sake of idealism—without 
considering, for the time being, the insignificant problem of 
payment in dollars. 


"Needless to say," the editorial continued, "there are al- 


ways distrustful people, like one Latin-American diplomat 
(not named) who summarized his impressions as "This is 
merely a new good neighbor policy. We are good, they are 
the neighbors.'" 


Threatens to Balk U. S. in UN 


"Democracia" followed this up with a veiled threat of 


opposition to United States policy in the United Nations. It 
editorialized as follows: 


"Just as thus far the American newspapers have hardly 


given any publicity to the meeting, it also seems to be for- 
gotten that the 20 votes of the Latin-American nations may 
decide anything in the hall of the United Nations. 


There has been violent attack on the American press, in 


all the Buenos Aires newspapers. This is probably in retalia- 
tion for American press attacks on the closing of "La 
Presna." 


A recent editorial in "Critica" declared. "Yankee' jour- 


nalism seeks scandal and lives on scandal. Its circulation is 
based on calumny, on insult, on sensationalism and never on 
information." 


On the same day, "La Epocha" had a long article head- 
lined: 


"The Majority of Dailies in U. S. Have No Freedom." 
And "Noticias Graficas"1 in an- editorial declared that 


. 'American Journalists Are Agents of Wall Street." This 


same editorial noted with smug satisfaction that the Argen- 
tine occupies the safe "third position" between communism 
and capitalism." 


On the announcement by Argentine President Peron 


that his government had solved the mystery of atomic power, 
the Argentine press declared that the news had "a devastat- 
ing effect" in Washington. State department officials were 
reported to have "grabbed their hats and run to the Argen- 
tinc embassy to find out what it was all about"

looks miraculous, almost as though 
declarer could see through the 
backs of the cards. The answer 
usually is that there is no other 
hope, so that declarer must as- 
sume that the cards will lie fav- 
orably.

WASHINGTON.- (AP> — The 


army has directed all its installa- 
tions to hire- no more "civilians 
unless specifically authorized by 
thp army department. 


An aimy spokesman disclosed 


the older "today. 
He said 
the 


action was taken to bring the 
armyTcivilian manpower strength 
down to the ceiling set on March 
2 by the Defense department. 


The ceiling limits the army to 


500,000 civilian employes — the 
bulk of them in ordnance depots 
and the rest of them distributed 
hrough a wide variety of clerical 
and other activities. It now has 
509.000 employes. 


The order specifies that wheie 


units are now overstrength, no 
eplacements shall be hired to i 


take the place of persons leaving 
employment. 


Navy and air foice spokesmen 


said their civilian strength is under 
established ceilings. 
The navy 


ceiling is 460,000 civilian per"son- 
nel, and it now employe^ 408,170. 
The air fores ceiling is 295.000 
civilian employes, with 230,000 
now employed.

The total amount of new money 


for spending includes $985,116.000 
from state sources, and $221,175,- 
000 from the federal government. 
Uncle Sam helps foot the bill for 
such programs as old age pen- 
sions, health, highways and jobless 
payments. 


Stevenson said the budget re- 


flects only a three per cent net 
increase in general fund appropri- 
ations.

He said public assistance to the 


needy, the old and dependent, plus 
grants to local governments such 
as schools, account for 45 per cent 
of the total proposed outlay. 


Operating expenses make up 38

$124,000,000 in state grants to 
grade and high schools.

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President Truman Completes 
Six Years in White House on 
Thursday; They Ve Been Tough 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON, 
(AP)—Presi- 


dent Truman will have been in the 
White House six years on Thurs- 
day, April 12. They have been tre- 
mendous years, as tough as any 
president ever faced. How has he 
made out? 


This can only hit some high 


spots. 


A When he succeeded President 


Roosevelt, the war was still on, in 
Europe,and Asia. He led the coun- 
try to peace in both places and 
then into the reconversion to peace 
and the greatest prosperity the 
country ever had. 


Now he is leading the country 


back into a period of preparedness 
for war. When he entered the 
White House six years ago he'had 


.great popular-support. Now the 
v" polls say his popularity has slipped 


away down. 


It is not the first time his 


popularity slipped. It hit a low 
back in 1946 elections when the 
Republicans won control of con- 
gress for the first time since 1932. 


Era of Communism 


He surged back, when almost 


no one thought he had a chance, 
to a stunning victory in the presi- 


,f dential elections of 1918. He may 


come out of his present slump. It 
would be a sturdy prophet who 
would predict otherwise. 


But while Truman sat in the 


White House and the country 
grew fat and rich after the war. 
Communism spread like a flame 
In other parts of the world. During 


the war about 190,000,000 were 
under Communism in Russia. 


Now the number is about 735,- 


000,000 counting China, the satel- 
lites and part of Korea. And at 
ihis moment this country and its 
Western Allies are girding for 
what may be World War III with 
the Communist Allies. 


Could It Have Been Stopped? 
Whether Truman, short of war, 


could have prevented the spread 
of Communism anywhere that it 
has taken over is, of course, the 
subject of much debate, particu- 
larly when China is involved. 


But it may be a century before 


the historianss with the. benefit of 
records and the perspective of 100 
years, can attempt to say with any 
authority that Truman could have 
changed the picture, short of war. 


Certainly he sparked the Mar- 


shall plan which is credited in 
large part with not only stopping 
the 
spread 
of Communism to 


Western Europe but even with 
pushing it into retreat there. 


Truman expanded that role by 


leading the country into the At- 
lantic Pact, that league of West- 
ern nations which have banded 
together and pledged themselves to 
go to war If Communism attacks. 


Pushed Into Asia 


He pushed, the new American 


role of world champion into Asia, 
too, when he rushed American 
troops into Korea to stop Com- 
munism thpre. That has been a 
see-saw fight, with the outcome 
still uncertain, and over much 


confusion now about our 
there. 


At home, after delaying, he go 


the country started on a great de 
fense program. That hasn't bee 
all smooth sailing by a long sho 
and he's still tryin gto find a wa; 
to make it click. 


Still, as the years pass, Truma; 


seems more remote from- the peo 
pie. His talks to the nation hav 
become fewer and fewer until th 
question is raised in many places 
"Where is the leadership?" 


He's been on the receiving end o 


criticism without much evidenc 
of that aggressive spirit he show 
ed when he campaigned for th 
presidency in 1948, when every 
one thought it was a lost cause.

night at the age of 89.

liable weather forecasting.
